POTSDAM, July 17 (AP)—The 
Big Three conference opened this 
afternoon in the former castle of 
the Kaisers with a ‘minimum of 
formalities amid indications that 
President Truman, Premier Sta- 
lin and Prime Minister Churchill 
had the Pacific war high on the 
list of topics. 

(The Moscow radio said Tru- 
man was to preside.) 

The conference is expected to 
lay the framgwork of the German 
peace treaty and to seek settle- 
ment of many worldwide ques- 
tions that hold the answer to the 
future peace of Europe. 

Truman's first objective as he 
began conversations with the 
jleaders of Great Britain and Rus- 
sia was reported to be the early 
defeat of Japan. 

Tight secrecy hid developments. 

Gen. George Marshall, United 
States Army chief of staff whose 
presence is essential at the con- 
ference, canceled at the last min- 
ute his planned formal review of 
American troops in Berlin, 

Earlier in the day Stalin con- 
ferred with Truman at the “Lit- 
tle White House” in company 
with their ranking foreign affairs 
officials. 

The Generalissimo, attired as a 
Marshal of the Soviet Union, was 
accompanied by Foreign Commis- 
gar Vyacheslav Molotov. They 
were guests at luncheon of the 
President and Secretary of State 
James F. Byrnes. The party 
talked for an hour. 

There still was no explanation 
of the delay in the start of the 
conference of Truman, Stalin and 
Churchill, originally scheduled yes- 
terday. Stalin and Molotov ar- 
rived in Potsdam two days ago, 
it was disclosed. 

Churchill ate luncheon with Sec- 
retary of War Henry L. Stimson 
after entertaining Gen. Marshall 
at dinner last night. Stimson’s 
views on the Pacific war were un- 
derstood to have been” given 
Churchill.

ODT Action Paves Way 
for Withdrawal From 


Civilian Service as 


Needed. 


WASHINGTON, July 17 (AP) 
—All railway passenger coaches 
today were placed in a pool to be 


available for use by the armed 
services. , 

In announcing the action, the 
Office of Defense Transportation 
said the result probably would be 
considerably less space on pas- 
senger trains for civilians. 

The order in itself does not cur- 
tail civilian passenger’ service, 
but it establishes the machinery 
for the withdrawal of cars as re- 
quired by the armed services. 

The order provides that all rail- 
way passenger, baggage and ex- 
press cars, exclusive of pullman 
sleeping cars, may be used for 
such purposes as ODT may direct. 

May Suspend Some Trains. 

The announcement predicted 
that demands of the armed forces 
for pasenger equipment under the 
Army redeployment plan would 
reach such proportions that some 
regularly scheduled passenger 
trains would have to be suspended 
in order to provide requisitioned 
cars, 

“The military requirements must 
and will be met,” declared ODT 
Director J. Monroe Johnson. 

Asserting that travel “will be- 
come more’ uncomfortable than 
ever before,” Johnson again took 
occasion to urge the public to 
avoid all unnecessary trips. He 
predicted that persons leaving 
home on unnecessary rail trips 
“may find themselves unable to 
return.” 

The order, effective immediately, 
will remain in effect until the end 
of the war unless’ terminated 
earlier.

Announcing this step, the War 
Manpower Commission said quali- 
fied workers in 22 occupations 
could be referred to the western 
lines without requiring certifi- 
cates of availability.

Mrs. Eames’s nude body was 
found in an alley back of a down- 
town hotel yesterday morning. 
Police said the sailor told Lt. 
Comdr. Richard Giffen, his com- 
manding officer, that he had 
fatally injured a woman in an 
exchange of beer bottle blows. 

In Boston Owen W. Eames, 43, 
former Springfield (Mass.) pastor 
and discharged Army chaplain, 
said he and his wife had been es- 
tranged for four years 4nd he had 
seen her infrequently since then. 

“I'm terribly sorry she had to 
go this way,” he said. 

He said there were three chil- 
dren. 

Mrs. Eames was a former Red 
Cross ambulance driver and a 
Wac. She had filed divorce pro- 
ceedings here last December. She 
and the former clergyman were 
married in 1925. 

Comdr. Giffen said Parker told 
this story: 

He chanced an acquaintance 
with Mrs. Eames in a bar Sunday 
night. After several drinks they 
went to his room in a downtown 
hotel, During a quarrel Mrs. 
Eames hit him with a beer bottle. 
Then he hit her with a beer bottle. 

After that he fell asleep. When 
he woke he found Mrs. Eames 
lying on the bed, apparently dead. 
Then he threw her body into the 
alley beside the hotel. 

Meantime, Police Capt. James 
O. Barker said, Warren M. Smith, 
45, former Army civilian employe, 
living at another hotel, had start- 
ed a search for Mrs. Eames. Bark- 
er quoted Smith as saying he and 
Mrs, Eames lived at the hotel and 
planned to marry as soon as she 
got her divorce. 

County Physician E. C. Thomas 
said Mrs. Eames died of a frac- 
tured skull.

Admiral Intends to Deny 
Enemy Use of Home- 
land Sea, Even to ‘Ham- 
pering His Efforts to 
Get Fish Out of It.’

GUAM, July 17 (AP)—Current

Nimitz, broadcasting to the 
United States 45 minutes after 
announcing that the 
United States and British Pacific 
fleets were making the most pow- 
erful carrier plane attacks of the 


war on the Tokyo area, said: 
“The 16-inch guns of our battle- 
ships, opening fire on industrial 
targets on Honshu and Hokkaido, 
(Saturday and, Sunday) also 


fopened an era in which we domi- 


nate the Pacific approaches to 
Japan and, when necessary, the 
air above Japan. 

“At this—the pre-invasion stage 
—we rely On two principal strate- 
gies to further our aim: first, an 
ever-tightening blockade of Ja- 
pan’s home islands; second, de- 
struction by shelling and bombing 
of every industry and resource 
which contributes to rare s abil- 
ity to make war.’ 

Pointing out that cin had 
failed to resist last week's 1000- 
plane carrier raid on Tokyo or 
either the 1000-plane raids or 
battleship bombardments of Hon- 
shu and Hokkaido, Nimitz assert- 
ed: 

“‘We have paralyzed the will and 
the ability of the Japanese navy 
to come out and fight.

“It is the aim of our forces 
fighting in the Pacific to achieve 
this final stage quickly and with 
a minimum of American lives and 
material resources.”

Conquest 
of the Philippines and; Okinawa 
and control of the adjacent sea 
areas has severed Japan from its 
resources to the south. Patrol 
planes and surface craft operating 
from Okinawa have all but cut 
the sea line between central China 
and the Japanese mainland. Vital

This information, which the 
writer said was received from “re- 
liable channels,” is that the two 
are living on one of a number of 
estates purchased to _ provide 
sanctuaries for the Nazi overlords 
“if and when their schemes for 
world conquest went awry.” 

“The pair reportedly landed,” 
the dispatch continues, “on a lone- 
ly shore from a German subma- 
rine which supposedly returned to 
surrender to the Allies.

TOBEY ASSERTS 
BRETTON WOODS 
18 VITAL PART OF 
POSTWAR PLAN 


Tells Senate ‘We Have 
Have Learned That In- 
ternational Problems 
Can Be Settled Only by 
Co-operation.’ 


WASHINGTON, July 17 (AP)— 
Senator Tobey (Rep.), New 
Hampshire, today described the 
Bretton Woods agreements as an 
“essential part of a well-rounded 
program of postwar economic Co- 
operation.” 

Saying the plans grew from the 
experiences of the 20 years be- 
tween the two great wars and are 
the fruit of three years of negoti- 
ation, Tobey told the Senate in 
thefirst speech from the Republi- 
can side in favor of the proposals: 

“We have learned from bitter 
experience that _  internationa! 
problems can be gettled only by 
international co-operation. Bret- 
ton Woods means international 
co-operation for peace.” 

Tobey was one of the Ameri- 
can delegates to the conference 
at Bretton Woods, N. H., last 
summer which framed the pro- 
gram for an $8,800,000,000 inter- 
national monetary fund and a 
$9,100,000,000 international bank. 

This country’s subscription would 
be almost six billion dollars, or 
about one third of er capital 
raised by the 44 membe® nations. 

Despite a series of amendments 
offered by Senator , Thomas 
(Dem ), Oklahoma and Republican 
Senators Taft of Ohio and Milli- 
kin of Colorado, Administration 
leaders said they hoped the 
measure could be passed without 
change. Majority eLader Barkley 
said, in an interview that he ex- 
pected a fina! vote tomorrow, 

Taft Urges Delay. 

Taft, calling for postponement 
of the whole plan until European 
nations have set their economic 
houses in order, told his colleagues 
yesterday that few proponents of 
the Bretton Woods plan under- 
stand it, They are victims, he 
said, of a widespread -“propa- 
ganda” campaign and. “emotional 
appeal,” 

Quoting Randolph Burgess, 
president of the American Bank- 
ers Association, as saying the 
United States attitude waa “patho- 
logically international,” Taft said 
this was true because of “state 
and Treasury Department propa- 
ganda.” Taft said it was impos- 
sible to believe that all the repre- 
sentatives of women’s clubs and 
churches sponsoring the plan 
could understand it. 

Disputing this, Senator Taylor 
(Dem.), Idaho, said that when he 
appeared several times to speak 
on the subject at women’s clubs, 
“they made me sweat—they know 
a lot more about it than I do.” 


Propaganda Campaign (Charged. 

Taft asserted that the Treasury 
promoted a “propaganda cam- 
paign at great expense.” He told 
the Senate he had heard reports 
that Secretary Morgenthau dined 
columnists and radio commenta- 
tors and a flood of Bretton Woods 
“propaganda” resulted. He also 
said church groups were brought 
to Washington by the Treasury 
for conferences and thereafter in- 
dorsed the plan. 

Senator Wherry (Rep.), Nebras- 
ka, cut in angrily with the decla- 
ration that the Banking Commit- 
tee assistant who “sat on the left” 
of Chairman Wagner (Dem.), New 
York, “is on the floor of this Sen- 
ate simply to lobby this thing 
through,” and that he also trav- 
eled widely and made speeches in 
its behalf. Wagner is leading the 
proponents of the world monetary 
plan. 

A clash broke out on the Re- 
publican side when Tobey assert 
ed that a Republican meeting in- 
vited only speakers who were 
against the bill. 

“When I took umbrage,” he 
said, “They invited proponents, 
but only then.” 

Taft said that wasn’t so, that 
proponents were to be invited to 
a second meeting. Those against 
it got first call because “we all 
heard the propaganda of the 
Treasury and its side and nothing 
else until then,” he said.

WASHINGTON, July 17 (AP)— 
Foreign Economic Administrator 
Leo T. Crowley told the Senate 
Banking Committee today one bil-

Crowley testified in behalf of 
House legislation to increase from 
700 million dollars to $3,500,000,000 
the lending powers of the Export- 
Import Bank, of which he is chair- 
man as FEA head. The $2,800,- 
000,000 increase, he’ said, was a 
“eonservative amount” of what is 
needed to finance foreign trade for 
the next 12 months. . 

“Critical Period.” 

“The United States is approach- 
ing an extremely critical period 
with respect toffinancing of its 
foreign trade,” Crowley testified. 
“The problem has the most’ pro- 
found implications for the recon- 
version of war industries at home. 

“Unless foreign markets for the 
products of American heavy in- 
dustry can be found during the 
period which Hes immediately 
ahead, many war-expanded indus- 
tries will be obliged severely to 
curtail their operation and, ac- 
cordingly, to reduce their employ- 
ment of labor.” 

_. Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, said 
he opposed financing markets for 
American goods abroad _ with 
American money, but agreed that 
war-ravaged nations needed some 
immediate help. 

Crowley on Lend-Lease, 

Crowley said lend-lease aid must 
end as soon as the Japanese war 
ends, except for some amounts to 
facilitate movements of troops 
back home, 

Taft asked whether it was true 
that this Government already had 
pledged a billion dollars of export- 
import bank aid to Russia. 

Crowley denied this and added: 
“T wouldn’t say, however, that a 
billion dollars would be an _ im- 
proper amount to finance export 
trade to Russia.” .

BY ENEMY AGENT SUSPECTED 


Company Executive Says No Other Explana- 
tion Is Possible—No Evidence of Foul Play 
in Hotel Plunge, Chicago Police Say. 


CHICAGO, July 17 (AP)—Arthur 
Joseph Sikora, chief plant engineer 
of the Wright Aeronautical Corpo- 
ration at Cincinnati, plunged to 


his death early today from his 
twentieth floor room in the’ Pal- 
mer House and a spokesman for 
the company said he suspected 
“murder at the hands of an enemy 
agent.” , 

At Cincinnati, Varley Young, 
head of the Lockland plant's pub- 
lic relations department, said Si- 
kora left that city yesterday “with 
plans for the wind-up of the Jap- 
anese war so far as B-29 engine 
production is concerned,” and “it 
would be just the kind of informa- 
tion of tremendous value to the 
enemy,” 

Policeman Joseph Newman, who 
investigated the plunge, said there 
was no evidence of foul play. The 
window in Sikora’s room was open 
three feet from the bottom, - he 
said, adding the engineer could 
have fallen through it “if he had 
stumbled or lost his balance.” 


Official reports of Sikora’s death 
said his body was clad in pajamas. 
Identification was made through 
papers in a wallet clutched in his 
hand, Sikora registered at the 
hotel yesterday afternoon. An air- 
line reservation for tomorrow aft- 
ernoon was found in a suit in the 
room. 

Police telephoned the widow, 
Mrs. Margaret Sikora, who said 
she could give no explanation for 
her husband’s death. She said he 
had been in good health. 

“He was happily married, with 
two children, was of sober habits 
and left here on highly important 
business,” Young commented at 
Cincinnati, adding that the plant 
had dispatched William Brisben, 
its security chief, to Chicago by 
plane, to assist authorities in their 
investigation. 

Young said Sikora, a veteran of 
more than 15 years with Wright 
and its’ parent concern, the Cur- 
tiss-Wright Corp. at ‘Patterson;

By RUSSELL BRINES 
MANILA, July 17 (AP) -—~The 
first American service troeps 
transported directly into the Pa- 
cifie war zone from Europe with- 
out a trip home arrived here today 
to a wet, sloshy welcome after a 
month’s journey from Italy. 

The 4275 veterans of Africa, 
Sicily and Italy landed on a muddy 
Manila dock in the damp dawn.

There were four companies of 
white troops, but the remainder 
were Negroes.

Mrs. Ann Horn and her children, 
Lloyd, Donald, Shirley Ann and 
Jacqueline, trapped in their second 
floor apartment by flames which 
cut off their escape by the only 
exit, an outside wooden stairway 
in the rear, were carried to safety 
down a ladder by Chief Fred 
Polkinghorne of the Wellston Fire 
Department. 

Polkinghorne is 65 years old and 
is an odd-jobs contractor. His 
avocation is heading the volunteer 

fire department. 

j Mrs. Horn’s husband, Ed C. 
Horn, a brewery. worker, climbed 
down the ladder from a bedroom 
window on the east side of the 
building after other members of 
his family were rescued. 


. Flee Down. Blazing Stairway. . 

Mrs. Edith Burch and her five 
children, who occupied the second- 
floor apartment next to the Horn 
family, fled down the blazing back 
Stairway after they were awakened 
by Mrs. Horn. Mrs. Burch carried 
her youngest child, Sharon, 14 
months old. 

Mr. and Mrs. A. J. Carroll, their 
four children, and Mrs, Carroll's 
father, John Sallis, escaped 
through the front door from their 
quarters on the first floor after 
they were aroused by a St. Louis 
County bus driver who knocked 
on their door. 

The driver, William Severs, 
1510A Marcus avenue, called the 
fire department after awaking 
the Carroll family. He was driv- 
ing past on his regular route 
when he noticed the flames in the 
rear of the building. 

After carrying Mrs. Horn and 
her children to safety, Chief Polk- 
inghorne made two more trips into 
the smoke-filled apartment to res- 
cue the family’s pets, two dogs, a 
canary and a love bird. 

Polkinghorne said the fire 
started in a combination wooden 
garage and storage shed in the 
rear of the apartment building 
and spread to the outside stairway 
at the rear of the apartment. 


Damage Put at $10,000. 

The volunteer firemen, using 
two pumper trucks, fought the 
blaze for four hours and confined 
the fire to the second floor. All 
contents of the second floor apart- 
ments were destroyed, as was, the 
garage and shed. Damage was 
placed at $10,000 by Polkinghorne. 

Mrs. Horn said she was awak- 
ened about 2:30 a.m. by smoke and 
saw the garage burning. She 
called to Mrs. Burch, then aroused 
her husband and children. She 
and the children attempted 
leave by the rear stairs but were 
blocked by a wall of flames, she 
said, 

Mrs. Burch and her children got 
down the blazing stairway a few 
minutes before without injury. 
The three families were housed 
temporarily by neighbors. 

Polkinghorne said that by the 
time he arrived, the garage roof 
had caved in and the stairway was 
burning, indicating the fire had 
been under way for some time. 
Origin of the fire in the garage 
was not detérmined.

VETERANS ASSAIL 
HANDLING HERE OF 


EX -SERVICE MEN 


Committee to Report on 
Confusion, Overlapping 
of Agencies and Lack 
of Centralization. 


Neither public nor private agen- 
cies are meeting the problem of 
the returned war veteran in St. 
Louis, a committee formed at last 
week's “gripe session” meeting of 
veterans of World War II decided 
last night. 

The committee of veterans met 
to formulate a report for 
week's “gripe session” to be held 
at 8 o’clock tomorrow evening at 
the Downtown Y.M.C.A. Its re- 
port is based on investigations of 
job opportunities and services for 
veterans, made by committee 
members. 

That report will say that pub- 
lic and private agencies in St. 
Louis present a multiplicity of 
confused and overlapping services 
for veterans, no considerable 
number of which are available at 
any one point, It will say that 
private business, as indicated by 
the Chamber of Commerce survey 
on employment of veterans, has 
not really begun to. tackle the 
problem and “even if there were 
enough jobs to go around. the 
right jobs are not” getting to- 
gether with the right men.” The 
report also criticizes the United 
States Employment = Service, 
“which has neither the personnel 
nor the vision to do the job it is 
supposed to do.”

chairman of 
group, told the 
that at to- 
would ask 
vet- 
erans be formulated. 

“Unless veterans are consulted 
as to what they want,” Indorf 
said, “efforts made in their behalf 
are doomed to failure from the 
outset. 

“The attitude of people inter- 
ested in the museum at the Old 
Courthouse —- people who are 
shocked at the suggestion that 
the museum be moved to make 
room for a veterans’ center--is 
too typical of the gemeral civilian 
attitude in the community. 

“Too typical of governmental 
agencies supposed to serve vet- 
erans is the attitude of P. M. 
Gash, contact officer for the Unit- 
ed States Veterans’ Administra- 
tion, who says criticism of the 
Veterans’ Administration is the 
‘closest thing to treason.’ By his 
manifest inability to understand 
the veterans’ viewpoint, Mr. Gash 
shows himself ill-fitted for the po- 
sition he holds.” 

One section of thg committee, 
headed by John Ganetos, 3507 La- 
fayette avenue, a former Aijir 
Forces staff sergeant who has 
served in the Pacific, attempted 
to discover how veterans could 
acquire tools and trucks to go 
into business for themselves. 

“We visited half a dozen agen- 
cies, got several long forms, were 
treated politely for the most part, 
but had a very hard time to get 
any definite information,” he 
said. “Most places we visited 
Suggested we go.somewhere else.” 

Julian C, Spotts, superintendent 
of the Old Courthouse, Broadway 
and Market street, said today he 
had been authorized by the Chi- 
cago office of the National Park 
Service to turn over unused space 
in the building, on the first floor, 
for use by the Information and 
Referral Center for returned vet- 
erans and displaced war workers. 

He said the authorization does 
not, however, cover turning over 
any space now ready for occu- 
pancy. ; 

He said he would ask 
ferral Center organization to 
State its needs, prepare plans for 
remodeling whatever portion of 
the space is needed, and present 


them to the Nationa! Park Serv- | 


ice for approval. 

Whether the remodeling work 
can be done now. is questionable, 
he said, and made no estimate as 
to how soon any space in the Old 
Courthouse would beMvailable for 
veterans’ use.

The 
company agreed to the return to 
work of all but a few of the orig- 
inal strikers, who walked out 
Thursday. 
‘ Union officers said the union 
recognized that progress in meth- 
ods of work and modern equip- 
ment had made adjustménts nec- 
essary, if worked out between 
management and labor. The of- 
ficers also said they were in- 
formed that the company intend- 
ed to override any objections 
made by them to a plan to use 
non-union workers on johs_ for- 
merly performed by the mainte- 
nance crew made up of union 
members. The unauthorized strike 
began when maintenance men ob- 
jected to the engagement of an 
outside chemical firm to clean 
heat exchangers.

The two-day drive to enforce the

Louisan Will Hold 
‘Loan Job for a Time in 
Addition to Being War 
Mobilizer. 


WASHINGTON, July 17 (AP)~

hearings today the nomination of 
Fred M. Vinson as secretary of 
treasury and John W. Snyder as 
Director of War Mobilization and 
reconversion. 

Snyder, 49-year-old banker from 
Arkansas and St. Louis, will be 
the new “assistant president”— 
boss of the vast home front in 
an era of change. 

President Truman yesterday 
nominated his close friend as War 
Mobilizer, succeeding Vinson. The 
Senate is expected to approve the 
nomination promptly, also that of 
Vinson. 

Snyder now is Federal Loan Ad- 
ministrator. Truman put him in 
that office two and a half months 
ago. There Snyder succeeded the 
same Vinson, who was loan ad- 
ministrator only one month. 

Under Snyder’s leadership, the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion was streamlined and reor- 
ganized for its role in reconver- 
sion. Subsidiary corporations were 
merged into the RFC. 

In his new job, Snyder will give 
orders to Government agencies, is 
sue decrees governing ¢ivilian par- 
ticipation in the war, and super- 
vise the complicated change to 
peace. For example, as RFC head 
Snyder had the job of selling sur- 
plus plants, equipment and air- 
craft, but had to follow policies 
of the Surplus Property Board. 
Now he will be directly over the 
Surplus Property Board. It is a 
part of his office. 

It was learned today that Sny- 
der will continue as loan adminis- 
trator, at least temporarily. He. 
will hold both jobs at once until 
Truman has a chance to look the 
situation over on his return from 


Europe latef in the summer. 

Snyder has been a small-town 
and a big-city banker’ and an of- 
ficial of the RFC—from 1940 to 
1944 in active charge of the De 
fense Plant Corporation. He says 
little, publicly, works hard, gets 
along with people, and has been 
a friend of Truman for 25 years: 

He and Truman went to sum- 
mer camps together for 20 years 
as reserve officers. There was a 
brigade with three regiments. The 
colonels of the three regiments 
were: Truman, Snyder and Harry 
Vaughan, who now is the Presi- 
dent’s military aide and a briga- 
dier general.

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Japs Resist Strongly on 
Samarinda Road—Aus- 


sies Held to Small Gain 


on Coast. 


MANILA, July 17 (AP)—Strong 
combat patrols smashed scattered 
Japanese resistance today as the 
Australian Seventh . Division 
slogged through coastal salt 
marshes toward the Dutch East 


Borneo oil fields at Sambodja, 
northeast of Balikpapan. 


The military prize lay five miles 
ahead of the main Australian 
force, Gen. Douglas MacArthur's 
communique said. The output of 
the Sambodja fields formerly 
moved through a marshland pipe- 
lien to the now-ruined refineries 
of Balikpapan. 

The Australians appeared to be 
massing for a strong blow that 
will drive the Japanese from po- 


sitions blocking the way into Sam- 
bodja. 

Other Dutch and Australian 
units, advancing northward out of 
Balikpapan, had gained more than 
six miles on the road to a second 
rich oil field at Samarinda, 36 
miles beyond Sambodja. 

These troops encountered heavy 
Japanese road blocks in the vi- 
cinity of Mount Batochampar, six 
miles north of Balikpapan. The 
mountain was taken yesterday 
after a heavy artillery barrage. 
Again today the artillery was 
called up to blast out the road 
blocks before the. troops could 
continue their advance.

| president, announced today. 


A resolution adopted by the ex- 
ecutive board of the District & 
Council deplored the actions of 
the Unemployment Compensation 
Commission and the United States 
Employment Service in refusing 
unemployment compensation to 
veterans declining jobs paying 40 
to 60 cents an hour. 

Sentner charged that the Unem.- 

ployment Compensation working 
in collaboration with USES had, ir 
effect, been compelling veterans 
and discharged war workers to 
take the lower-paid jobs by deny 
ing them compensation. He said 
that employers without union con 
tracts who were paying less than 
the going wage in an industry 
should not be abetted by the gov 
ernment agencies. 
The resolution stated: “The job 
rates, frozen by the War Labor 
Board, although considered too 
low by this union, shall be the 
‘minimum that any returning vet- 
/eran or laid-off war worker should 
be paid.” 

The council also requested Pres- 

ident Truman to authorize the 
branches of the services to requi- 
sition all unoccupied houses, build- 
ings, hotels and clubs to afford 
adequate housing for veterans un- 
til the housing shortage is les- 
sened. Citing the requisitioning 
of such facilities for mobilization 
and training of the armed forces, 
it said servicémen were entitled to 
the same consideration in read- 
justing to civilian life.

Ex-War Workers Not. rirst deliveries of the citys met- 


ropolitan daily newspapers were 
made this afternoon as i700 de- 
liverymen ended e ii-day strike. 

The strike had left 13,000,000 
readers without their newspapers 
for the longest period = since a 
nine-day pressmen’s strike of 1923. 

Members of the Newspaper and 
Mail Deliverers’ Union voted to 
end the walkout after their attor- 
ney, Louis Waldman, announced 
that a telegram from Robert K 
Burns, chairman of the daily news- 
paper commission of the War La- 
bor Board, said the commission 
would hold an immediate hearing 
to consider issues involved in the 
dispute if the men returned to 
work. 

Principal point at issue was a 
union demand for publishers to 
finance a union welfare fund of 3 
per cent of the payroll. 

“After the men return to work,” 
Eurns said in his telegram, “the 
commission will hold an imme- 
diate hearing on the issues in the 
dispute. Certain issues, namely, 
those involving holidays with pav, 
vacations with pay and retroac- 
tivity, will be taken up for the 
interim decision at such a heariny 
in order to. avoid delay. 

“On the question of private arbi- 
tration between the union and the 
publishers, to whom you refer in 
your telegram, the board’s policy 
is that once work is resumed if 
the parties mutually agree to sub- 
mit any and all issues to private 
arbitration, the board will inter- 
pose no objection. 

‘Or, if they mutually agree to 
arbitrate but are unable to agree 
on an arbitrator, the daily news- 
paper commission will, upon peti- 
tion from either party, undertake 
to name one.” 

Waldman released a copy of a 
telegram from William Mapel, 
vice chairman of the 


association, which said: 


“If all the members of the 
union return to work immediately 
to all newspapers, we agree that 
they shall return under the wages, 
hours and working conditions ex- 
isting at the time the _ dispute 
arose.

The Senate bill, In addition to 
augmenting state . unemployment 
benefits with federal funds to in- 
crease payments to a maximum 
of $25 a week and extending the 
duration of payments to 26 weeks 
in any year, would: 


1. Amend the so-called GI. 
Bill of Rights to increase vet- 
erans'’ unemployment benefits 
from a f¥at $20 a week to $25 
for single persons and $30 for 
those with dependents. In addi- 
tion, veterans. would have to 
serve only 90 days instead of the 
present nine and one-half 
months to qualify for the maxi- 
mum of 52 weeks of payments. 

2. Provide for payment of 
travel allowances to workers re- 
ferred to new jobs in another 
city by the United States. Em- 
ployment Service. These allow- 
ances would not exceed amounts 
paid to civilian employes of the 
Government. 

3. Extend benefits to federal 
workers, maritime workers, 
agricultural processing workers 
and those employed in small 
firms not now covered by state 
laws. 


4. Amend the federal Unem- 
ployment Tax Act to extend its 
provisions to employers of one 
‘instead of eight) or more, ef- 
fective Jan. 1. 


The House bill made no addi- 
tional provision for veterans, and 
did not include travel allowances 
or coverage of agricultural proc- 
essing workers.

My manager—and he was 
my manager until he died—was 
Joe Jacobs, a Jew. My wife was 
a Czechoslovakian. They left me 
entirely alone until I became 
champion of the world. Then, all 
at once, I was the great German 
hero. I hadn’t won for Schmel- 
ing, I had won for Germany. Hit- 
ler sent my wife flowers. She had 
fine movie offers. We were big 
people. 

“But then I lost the champion- 
ship to Jack Sharkey. I came 
home. We were nobody. It wasn’t 
that Max Schmeling, the prize 
fighter, had lost a centest. I had 
lost for Germany—it was a na- 
tional calamity. We were forgot- 
ten, left completely alone and, 
when I lost to the Negro, Joe 
Louis, our disgrace was complete. 
Anny lost her nice opportunities 
in the films.” 

“This is as good a time as any,” 
I said, “to ask about that story 
of Goebbels and your wife. Did 
he try to become intimate with 
hér and did you hit him or 
threaten to?”

BOARD OF ESTIMATE

Against Increasing Size of 
Force and Proposal for 
More Days Off. 


The Board of Estimate and Ap-

INFANTA, Luzon, July 17 (AP) 
—Filipinos in this isolated east 
Luzon coastal town told today of 
a Japanese massacre of 2000 na- 


tives in wholesale slaughter and 
looting that rivaled their infamy 
in Manila. 

The Japanese raided outlying 
districts, stabbing and _ slashing 
Filipinos in their beds, related Lt. 
Col. Jaime Manzano. Most of 
those who sought to escape were 
shot down as they fled. The mas- 
sacre took place two months ago. 

Bodies of men, women and chil- 
dren were strewn about huts and 
the streets of the settlements. 

Mayor Faustino P. Juntereal 
told me that the Japanese mas- 
sacred the natives after finding 
American canned goods and learn- 
ing of guerrillas in the villages. 

Juntereal said the death toll 
might have been even higher than 
2000, but that was the best figure 
available. 

Infanta is 50 miles east of Ma- 
Nila, across the Sierra Madre 
mountains, and is reachable only 
by plane or by water. The 
wrecked town’s main street has 
been converted into a landing 
strip for Cub planes. 

“About 300 Japs entered sur- 
rounding communities. at night 
and slipped into the houses,” said. 
the mayor. “I saw hundreds of 
bodies later and many houses were 
wantonly burned. 

“The worst was at Alitas com- 
munity. Of 500 persons, only a 
few managed to escape through 
the swamps.”

And it was the Somme | 
counter-offensive that freed Ver- 
dun. In 1918, was not Foch’s in- 
tervention necessary to restore 
the situation at the end of March

- fall of the Chemin des Dames and 
the German drive to the Marne, 
and finally in the battle of July, 
1917? These questions are well 
known to you, because your Amer- 
ican troops played a glorious part 
in them. I am one of those who 
are convinced that if at that time 
we had had Petain as supreme 
commander, we would not have 
been victorious. 

It is simply that his is a “de- 
fensive” mentality, whereas Joffre 
and Foch were essentially “offen- 
sive.” Now if there are moments 
in war when you can only defend 
yourself, it necessary as soon 
as yvouareready to regain the ini- 
tiative. On the field of battle one 
is “an animal who fights for his} 
life.” You are defeated in advance | 


is 


if vou simp absorb blows with- | 
out hitting back. Moreover, Petain | 
is what I would call a “negative” 
he is the exact opposite of what 
you are, you Americans. 

Disliked Responsibility. 

He only knows how to take 
negative decisions. He does not 
like to shoulder ‘responsibility 
When things go badly, it is always 
the fault of his subordinates 
Since 1940, with some rare excep- 
tions. he has successively dropped 
all those who served him, His 
ideal from 1940 onward, as he him- 
self presented it, would have been 
for France to do nothing more, 
turning on its back, playing the 
tortoise that withdraws into its 
shell or the ostrich that sticks its 
head in the sand. 

As if France could remain neu- 
tral. content to wait or just to 
hope, while the tremendous drama 
was being played out between fasc- 
ism and Hitlerism on one side and 
human liberty on the other! The 
Germans quickly demonstrated to 
him that you can not remain in- 
different and, moreover, that as 
soon as you range yourself be- 
side them it is to become their 
slaves. He submitted, only too 
happy to retain power. For his 
personal ‘ambitions were very 
great. 

Source of His Frestige. 

So you would say to me: From 
what does his prestige derive? 

From the beginning he was the 
proponent of two good causes. As 
professor of :infantry studies in 
our war college, he often used to 
say: “Let .us not forget that gun- 
fire is killing.” He insisted that 
the all-out offensive, if you do not 
have the means for it, leads to 
useless and often § irreparable 
losses. v 

We tried some audacious but im- 
prudent attacks at the beginning 
of the war and they cost us dearly. 
He presented himself as the chief 
conserver of the blood of our sol- 
diers. In 1917, after our April de- 
feats when he became commander 
in’ chief of our northeastern 
armies, he understood how to re- 
store the morale of our troops 
who had suffered terribly. He was 
a commander who concerned him- 
self with the soldier, with his well- 
being and—better still—with his 
spirit.

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BRITISH GIVE PARIS 
DATA ON DEALINGS 
WITH VICHY AGENT 


LONDON, July 17 ‘(AP)—Full 
details of secret negotiations in 
1940 between the British Govern- 
ment and a self-described Vichy 
emissary have been forwarded by 
the Foreign Office to the French 
Government on the eve of Mar- 
shal Henri Philippe Petain’s trial 
on treason charges. 

In announcing its action, the 
Foreign Office emphasized that 
no agreement ever had been con- 
cluded with Vichy through the 
medium of these negotiations or 
any other channel. 

Petain, who goes to trial July 
23, declared at a preliminary ex- 
amination before a French high 
court commission June 8 that at 
the moment of his first meeting 
with Adolf Hitler at Montoire he 
was -negotiating for a secret 
treaty with Britain which guided 
his future actions. He told the 
court that Prime Minister Church- 
ill or the British Government 
could say the word that would 
place his whole course as head of 
the Vichy government in its prop- 


| er perspective.

In any case, if France herself did 
not plan to attack, how.was she 
to aid her allies? To be peaceful 
does not prevent you from remain- 
ing strong and ready, especially 
when you have a dangerous en- 
emy. 

French Weakness. 

Was it not Petain who, after 
1919, allowed our whole industrial 
war potential to be liquidated, in- 
stead of carefully preserving it 
and modernizing it? And as I 
have said, what appropriation for 
armament did we get before 1935” 
Was it not he who, in 1927, agreec 
to a military service of one year 
instead of three? And, as it was 
shown at the Riom trials, he 
would not permit us either to in- 
struct men or to form a nucleus of 
officers. For France, the outpost 
of civilization, it was necessary to 
have the army always ready. In 
fact, while he was commander in 
chief, did he not let the army fall 
asleep? As a proponent of the 
defensive, was he even logical in 
preventing the prolongation to 
northern France of the Maginot 
line in 1932? 

And in the sphere of aviation, 
with which he particularly con- 
cerned himself after he became in- 
spector general of air defenses, 
did he see the dimensions of mod- 
ern war when, in 1932, he wrote in 
an official document: “The day 
when we have for our defense 200 
fighters to defend against enemy 
attacks and 200 bombers, each 
capable of carrying one or two 
tons for 1000 kilometers (621 
miles), peace will be assured’’?)

Mr. Ford and his Anti-Slum Commis- 
sion face a tough job. There wil] be 
lions in the path and critics at every 
turn, but also the spur of a task of 
singular importance. 

The Post-Dispatch is repeating its ex- 
eellent service of 1932 when it spear- 
headed for Neighborhood Gardens and 
gave courage to that small group of pio- 
meers who dug in their jeans and showed 
their faith with dollars. There were 
eritics then, too. 

There were sleepless nights, piles of 
red tape and droves of power-puffed 
Government “experts” all wanting to do 
something and not knowing what to do 
or how to doit, Often when about ready 
to take the count, the Post-Dispatch 
came across with another shot of iron 
and hope. 

In planning the vast projects now 
in prospect, the commission will, no 
doubt, seek the advice of all interested 
groups. Let us not be too harsh with 
the so-called “reactionaries.” Not all of 
them are selfish or narrow-visioned or 
cantankerous. Many are honestly con- 
cerned about the ramifications of mass 
housing and subsidy. 

Some fear that it means a KO for 
their own business. Many cling to New 
Deal hatreds. Many St. Louisans are 
critical about our two local projects and 
ask, “Are these the answer? Isn't there 
something much better?” Scores of hon- 
est doubters have attended meetings of 
the “national housers” and have come 
away discouraged, looking in vain for 
inspired leadership. 

Mr. Ford has demonstrated a splendid 
objectivity. He has a way of sorting the 
true from the sham and then hewing to 
the line with fine independence. 

It is to be hoped that the new Anti- 
Slum Commission will give careful study 
to the matter of home ownership. Noth- 
ing, except his family, anchors a man 
more firmly to good citizenship than the 
ownership of a home—be it house, apart- 
ment or flat, palace or cabin. Apart- 
ments, no matter how. modern, can nev- 
er offer that feeling of independence and 
security.

Land-Grant Rate Question 
Fo thie Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

On a popular radio program on July 12, 
one of the Senatorg from Wyoming de- 
eclared that in the development of the 
West the railroads were granted large 
tracts of land free. Quite the reverse, 
however, is the case. Those grants were 
conditioned upon a provision that the 
railroads pay for them in reduced rates 
on Government personnel and freight, 
and that payment has been going on 
every year since. 

It has already amounted to a sum rep- 
resenting the value of those lands, mul- 
tiplied countless times over, The Gov- 
ernment’s own Board of Investigation 
and Research estimated that in 1942 
these payments amounted to an average 
of $20,000,000 each month, or $240,000,000 
for the year. That is by no means free, 
even in days when millions are bandied 
about quite freely. 

The Senator should know that a bill 
is even now pending in Congress for the 
discontinuance of these payments. He 
has the opportunity to know that the 
late Joseph B. Eastman urged such ac- 
tion before the House Committee on In- 
_ terstate and Foreign Commerce on Feb, 

19, 1942. Mr. Eastman assuredly had the 
opportunity to know whereof he spoke, 
and by reason of his intelliggnce and in- 
tegrity had gained a high place in the 
public esteem. 

It is not so much a misfortune that the 
Senator is seemingly uninformed on 
these things as that the public, which 
hasn't the opportunities for knowing of 
them which are his, is by reason of his 
high position well justified in accepting 
his statements at their face value.

No Headache Yet 


The speed with which our reconversion pro- 
gram is moving is illustrated in thé’ War De- 
partment appropriation bill that passed the 
Hiouse late in June, in which there was a re- 
duction from 53 billion dollars spent in the 
fiscal year ending June 30 to 3814 billions for the 
new fiscal year. The cut of almost 15 billions 
in Army appropriations reflects the sharp reduc- 
tions in output of many types of materiel. Wash- 
ington figures that munitions production the last 
quarter of the year will be 29 per cent or more 
under that of the first quarter. 

This is the situation which a year ago gave the 
jitters to many planners of an orderly transition, 
without sudden shock, from a, war economy to 
one increasingly for peacetime purposes. The 
trend is sure to continue, perhaps accelerate, as 
estimates for the war in the Pacific decline still 
further. « 

Yet, interestingly enough, the shock to the 
economy has not vet been as great as had been 
anticipated at the turn of the year. It is within 
the range of probabilities that both the speed and 
the extent of the expected reconversion unem- 
ployment have been exaggerated. A good gauge 
of this will be possible in St. Louls in watching 
to see if the USES succeeds in placing its pres- 
ent rush of applicants resulting from war plant 
shutdowns and cutbacks. 

July’s Monthly Review of the National City 
Bank of New York calls attention to a general 
tendency to view the reconversion prospect with 
greater optimism. It points out that 

despite the cutbacks and the decline in the 

production indexes, trade has been excellent 

during June, with department store sales 
over the country during the first three 
weeks of the month showing an unseasonal 
gain over the May. figures and an increase of 

18 per cent over the same period of a year 

ago, 

One reason for this unexpected upswing, as 
the bank's letter points out, is that despite the 
decline of employment in war industries, there 
are unsatisfied demands for workers in nearly all 
centers. ‘The current estimates of the Federal 
agencies indicate no increase in the number on 
the unemployment insurance rolls as compared 
with two or three months ago. 

This means'‘that many of the displaced war- 
plant workers are being absorbed by the service 
industries, which have been badly understaffed 
for the last three years and can give a great 
many jobs to people who will work for the gen- 
erally lower wages such trades pay. In addition, 
the demand for farm labor is very great and 
many persons are reported to have gone back to 
agriculture. 

Some of the industries which had not been ac- 
corded the badge of “top essentiality” have urgent 
need for more workers, notably textile mills, 
lumber camps, mines, ship-repair yards, These 
no doubt are absorbing a fair share of the dis- 
employed materiel-makers. 

Whatever be the future curve of cancellations 
and cutbacks, it is reassuring that those that 
have occurred so far have not produced great 
disturbance. The backlog of labor demand is 
quite reassuring, as is also the expectation that 
the plants which now are in the process of re- 
converting will have finished all or much of the 
turnover by the end of the year and will then 
offer good employment opportunities again. 

One other element in cushioning the shock of 
reconversion is the emphasis many American 
business men are putting on finding the way to 
overcome difficulties and get ahead. This is a 
confidence-building factor that has not been 
without effect. Chairman Krug of the War 
Production Board has aided this development 
by his declaration that WPB will rely upon 
business men themselves instead of Washington 
blueprints. All these developments are a good 
sign that things haven't become nearly as bad as 
we expected. 
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What We’re Missing This Year 


(From the Post-Dispatch of Aug. 2, 1936) 

It was a scorcher. We all felt pretty sure of 
it. Little did we suspect, though, how right we 
were, or how hot it was. To find a hotter one 
you would have to trek, with Bernard Shaw, 
“Back to Methuselah.” It was the July of a cen- 
tury. A century did we say? All right, let’s 
take the official record and call it 99 years. 

At that, the oldest inhabitant was silenced. 
Not a patriarch among us could sniffingly glance 
at the thermometer and babble a braggart me- 
moir of a fiercer, more demoniac, hotter July. 
And that is just as well. He would have been 
a dead veteran had he tried it. 

What may have happened before they began 
keeping tabs on the weather.can never be stated 
with the notary’s seal. But there’s no law 
against guessing. Yielding to none in our rev- 
erence for the past, we shall, nevertheless, match 
this fiendish July, now deservedly dead and 
buried, unwept, unhonored and unsung—we’ll 
match this villain against any July that ever 
mocked ‘the Mississippi since that first chorus 
of the morning stars. It routed the horse-and- 
buggy Julys of treasured or flouted memory. 
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Bretton Woods Is Moving 

The United States Senate is to be congratu- 
lated for its realism in deciding to debate and 
act on the Bretton Woods agreements for inter- 
national currency and banking arrangements be- 
fore taking up the San Francisco Charter. This 
shows that the Senators are well aware that 
peace depends upon economic foundations as 
well as on political relationships, that neither 
can succeed without the other and it is essential 
that they come along hand in hand. 

This statesmanlike comprehension has already 
led to Senate acceptance of the fine Doughton 
bill for trade agreement extension and expansion. 
Now it is getting ready to approve our partici- 
pation in the International Bank for Reconstruc- 
tion and Development and the International 
Monetary Fund, two main pillars of credit and 
exchange for the postwar world. 

Such tangible evidence will be of the greatest 
value to the creation of that world confidence in 
an active and increasing international trade and 
development upon which the prosperity of the 
United Nations will depend. It is, therefore, 
gratifying to note the admission of Senator 
Millikin of Colorado, one of the most deter- 
mined opponents of Bretton Woods, that “I’m 
afraid we haven't a chance to beat it.” 

This means that the speeches of the oppos!i- 
tion, no matter how lengthy, will be for their 
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personal satisfaction rather than:to influence 
colleagues’ votes. Senator Taft of Ohio will no 
doubt view with alarm for many hours, but cor- 
respondents predict an -everwhelming affirma- 
tive vote. 

The Senate would thus say to the world before 
it opens the great debafe.on the Charter that 
it has already shown by.economic implementa- 
tions that its approval of the peace organization 
won't be given with tongue in cheek. 
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The Case Against Petain 

The French have acted more efficiently than 
the United Nations as a whole in the business 
of trying their war criminals. There are cont 
plaints within France of the slowness of the 
procedure, but the record of 20,000 persons tried 
in nine months appears good by comparison with 
the War Crimes Commission’s record of no 
trials so far for the ‘international criminals 
within its orbit. The fact that the French courts 
have passed out sentences ranging from jail 
terms to the death penalty, and have acquitted 
3315 accused persons, inditates that justice is 
functioning in an even-handed manner. 

So all the signs indicate that fair dealing 
and not vengeance will prevail in the most 
important of the French trials, that of Marshal 
Petain, which opens next Monday. . Helen Kirk- 
patrick recently reported from Paris that there 
appeared no doubt that the verdict would be the 
death penalty for the 89-year-old Marshal, and 
the evidence available from his public record 
alohe seems enough to justify it. 

What evidence the prosecutors have compiled 
in the long preliminaries cannot be known until 
it is disclosed at the trial. But the Marshal’s 
record as a defeatist in) two wars, his capitula- 
tion to the Germans in 1940 (although Gen. 
Gamelin has just declared in an article that 
France could have kept on fighting) and his co- 
operation with them has long been public prop- 
erty. It is known that he turned some 750,000 
Frenchmen over to the Germans for slave labor 
and for trial; that Vichy imprisoned and con- 
demned many others suspected of pro-Ally activi- 
ties; that Petain sponsored legislation turning 
over French industrial holdings to the Germans; 
that he ordered French forces to resist the Allied 
invasion of North Africa and called on French- 
men not to co-operate when the -landings in’ 
Normandy began; that he collaborated with the 
Germans on occasion after occasion, and that 
his own Government was set up on _ the 
Fascist model. f 

Petain’s contention that he actually favored 
the Allies will scarcely hold water. Even Adm. 
Leahy, who has declined to testify in his behalf, 
could doubtless have done. no more than recite 
the Marshal's promises, which were not at all 
in keeping with his performance. 

The French people have a long and grievous 
account to settle with Petain. The other Allied 
countries, whose wartime task was made the 
mere difficult because of Petain’s machinations, 
will join them in hoping to see justice done.

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A Move for Honest Registration 


. In the long fight to clean up St. Louis elec- 
tions, and keep them clean, a familiar figure 
appears every time the registration lists are 
checked. He is a lawyer or a grocer or a tavern 
keeper who registers from his place of business, 
a hotel or the home of a friend instead of from 
his own residence, which may be in the county, 
in order to have a “voting address” in a precinct 
where it will do his organization the most good. 
Sometimes he has a cot and a change of clothing 
at the business address in order to help appear- 
ances; at other times, he doesn’t attempt this sub- 
terfuge. 

It is the contention of Jesse W. Barrett, until 
recently chairman of the St. Louis Election Com- 
mission, that a person should be entitled to vote 
in the precinct where he lives and nowhere else; 
that the “voting address” pretext should be 
automatically rejected whenever it appears. But 
tuunder existing law and court decisions, the com- 
mission cannot always reject it; sometimes the 
voter gets away with his claim. So Mr. Barrett 
urges the House Elections Committee to recom- 
mend passage of an ironclad statute. 

Such a measure would simplify the commis- 
sion’s task, and would be a help toward main- 
taining honest elections. As Mr. Barrett ex- 
plained, this is not merely a local issue, for 
the whole State is concerned, since the St. Louis 
vote is so large that it can, if dishonestly cast 
or counted, nullify the votes of a half-dozen 
counties.

But the 
framers of the Constitution did place cer- 
tain limitations on the office of President. 


No person other than a natural 
citizen of the United States can become 
President, and he must have attained the 
age of 35 and must have resided within the 
United States for 14 years at the time of 


election. 


Precedent for Restriction 


Hence there is precedent for such a re- 
striction as that now proposed and fre- 
quently proposed in the past. Furthermore, 
various states have placed restrictions on 
terms of office. In Missouri, for example, 
a Governor may not be elected to even a 
second consecutive term of four years, This 
provision was retained by the convention 
writing » new State Constitution last year. 
It is a tradition in Missouri that no Govern- 
or has ever been able to build up a strong 
political machine.

We think they were right. 

We agreed with them when Roosevelt 
was a candidate for a third term and fourth 
term.

“The Fall of the « oe Coteatal Suatenis A Steady itn 
British Free Trade, 1770-1870."" by Robert Livw- 
ingston Schuyler. (Oxford University Press, New 
York.) 

Nobody has been wise enough accurately 
to define the British Empire. This book has 
much to say about the British Empire, but 
does not concern itself with what’the au- 
thor, an American professor at Columbia 
University, calls British “dependencies,” 
such as India, Burma, Hongkong and many 
other places which Mr, Churchill has said 
will not be liquidated, 

The author ig interested in those British 
colonies which were settled by Europeans in 
the sixteenth, seventeenth, eighteenth and 
early nineteenth centuries, and eventually 
became the United States and the self-gov- 
erning dominions in the British Common- 
wealth of Nations. 

The colonies existed primarily for the 
benefit of the mother country. That was 
the idea of Parliament and the ruling clasa- 
@s generally, The author quotes from a 
Goverrtment report of 1770: “It was better 
to have no colonies at all than not to have 
them subservient to the maritime strength 
and commercial interests of Great Britain.” 

Navigation laws, local taxes for military 
support, protective tariffs, the preferential 
system—all these policies created on the 
banks of the Thames were imposed upon 
Eingiish-speaking colonists on the banks of 
100 other rivers thousands of miles away. 

- - . , 

The system did not work. In 1776 the 
richest of the colonies united, rebelled, 
fought a war and forced the mother country 
to recognize their independence, During 
the first two years of Washington's admin- 
istration, England exported more goods to 
this country than she did in the last two 
years preceding the original Fourth of July. 

A few men in England, such as -—Edmund 
Burke, James Anderson, Adam Smith and 
Jeremy Bentham, saw the handwriting on 
the wall and advocated abandonment or 
modification of the old system, for the bene- 
fit of all concerned. Their ideas were un- 
popular at first. Then converts appeared, 
especially after the Industrial Revolution. 

This book clearly and fairly traces the 
decline of the old theories and the final tri- 
umph of the new theories, including free- 
dom of trade as established in England in 
the last half of the nineteenth century. The 
book is devoted almost exclusively to com- 
merce, and has little to say about wars and 
political ideologies.

There were figures aplenty 
showing the shift of supplies to 
the lower price range in an effort 
to restore the balance of prices 
back to the 1943 levels. It was 
pointed out that high fashion 
clothes in 1944 represented ap- 
proximately 10 per cent of the 
total; 20 per cent of the dresses 
sold in 1944 were priced from 
$8.95 to $25 retail, while 70 per

only 4 per cent of women’s 
dresses; the middle-price range 
will sell from $7.95 and below. 
What we wanted to hear was as- 
surance‘that St. Louis would get 
its share of low-priced merchan- 
dise, but that is an unanswered 
question. £ 

It was emphasized that this shift 
to a greater percentage of low- 
priced merchandise does not mean 
that there will be more of these 
dresses in the stores. It actually 
means that more favorable dresses 
will be low priced. The supply 
of fabric is supposed to be shrink- 
ing. Tribute was paid to the top 
designers who are struggling 
along with a new minimum of 
material and supplying the ideas 
for the creation of fashion themes 
for the entire country.

What the top-flight designers 
are doing in the way of setting 
the style trends was stressed in 
the two ultra-smart showings of 
the day. Trigere, the pace-setter, 
gave emphasis to low-placed skirt 
fullness, to softly molded shoul- 
der lines and slender waistlines. 
The significance of diagonal cut- 
ting of fabric in the creation of 
a flattering silhouette was a fea- 
ture of the collection. High neck- 
lines hugging the neck with subtle 
drapery and caught with hand- 
some jewelry were noteworthy.

Early Jap Success Worries Nazis 


‘Sound Out Italians on Possibilities of Separate Peace'~—-Ciano's Diary

APANESE successes in the first 

months after Pearl Harbor so 

alarmed the Germans that they 
sounded out the Italians on the 
possibilities of a separate peace 
between the Axis and the Western 
Allies as a prelude to a global 
clash between the white and yel- 
low races, it says in the diary of 
Count Ciano, Mussolini’s son-in- 
law and Fascist Italy’s foreign 
minister. 

Ironically, the German peace 
proposals were wrecked on the 
unbending malice of Mussolini 
whose attitude moré and more 
favored the Japanese as he found 
the Germans fearful. The Japs 
informed the Axis they would 
march on India, then canceled 
their decision because of the 
growing Allied power in Australia, 

The Germanhs were planning an 
attack on the Turks (which never 
materialized) as the only way to 
obtain the oil of the Middle East. 

Ciano wrote: 

Feb, 9—“Attolico (ambassador 
to the Vatican) died suddenly. 
.. . Bottai (minister of national 
education) wanted to succeed him 
at the Holy See. Il Duce was 
againg#@ it. He said: ‘I refuse to 
believe that at 46~Bottai would 
want to end his life as an altar 
boy.’”
